CALLER SPOKE BRIEFLY OF PLIGHT OF SOV JEWRY AND STATED THAT 
" DETENTE WILL NOT BE REACHED OVER BODIES OF SOV JEWS."

TOTAL LOSS; NO ONE INJURED. 

3. BOTH NEW YORK CITY POLICE DEPT EXPLOSIVE AND ARSON SQUAD 
AND FBI CONDUCTING ACTIVE INVESTIGATION.
